habilitating convicts, Prison 
Educational Director James O. 
Dotson said today. 

“The state is spending a great 
deal of money to maintain a 
prison,” he said, “but is stopping 
short of accomplishing its pur- 
pose. Men who violate the law 
are being shut away from so0- 
ciety satisfactorily but little is 
being. done to make them cit- 
izens worthy of being returned

Costello was shot in the left 
side of the chest with his own 
.38-caliber revolver, Tests of the 
bullet, removed in. an o tion 
at City Hospital, revealed that 
the flat-nosed slug, of the type 
used in target shooting, had 
been fired from his revolver. 


A cofisulting physician told 
police the angle of the bullet’s 
entry made it improbable that 
the shot had been fired by the 
victim. Costello, however, told 
police the weapon slipped from 
his grasp, struck a dresser and 
was discharged. 

Police learned of the wounding 
at 5:30 a.m. Friday, two hours 
after the shooting, when Cos- 
tello’s wife, Barbara, telephoned 
Lt. Thomas Hale at Magnolia 
avenue. district and reported her 
husband had been shot. 

Officers hurried to the Cos- 
tello home, 2626 Gurney court, 
and found Costello in bed wear- 
ing blood-stained pajamas. 
There was a powder-burned hole 
in the pajama coat and the 
wound in the chest was also 
powder burned. The bullet had 
ranged into the shoulder, shat- 
tering a bone.

No weapon was found, how- 
ever, until Mrs. Costello went 
outside and brought back a 
handbag containing two revolv- 
ers, which she told Lt. Hale her 
husband had advised her to hide 
with the explanation — “There 
will be a big investigation if 
they find these.” 


Police are conducting 4 rou- 
tine test of the revolvers against 
bullets held as evidence in other 
shootings here in recent years. 


Costello was brought into the 
Greenlease ransom investigation 
after it was learned he fur- 
nished the second tip to former 
Police Lt. Louis Shoulders on 
the activities of Carl Austin Hall, 
kidnap-killer of Bobby Green- 
lease. The first tip to Shoulders, 
who arrested Hall, came from 
John O. Hager, an Ace cab 
driver. | 

Although questioned frequent- 
ly by Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation agents and police, Cos- 
tello refused to give an account 
of his own activities in the two 
days Hall spent in the St. Louis 
area prior to his arrest. He ap- 
peared twice before a federal 
grand jury at Kansas City which 
indicted Shoulders and former 
ete ae Elmer Dolan for per- 

ury. 

Police reported that Costello 
has shown definite evidence of 
having been under great strain. 
He is reported to speak incoher- 
ently at. times and is described 
as being in “a peculiar mental 
gate.” |

‘Prison Education Head 


Tells of Need for Funds 


Continued From Page One. 


mentally incapable of. learning 
and others have no desire to 
learn, but quite a few have 
learned to read and write under 
Dotson's tutelage. 


He said there are many well- 
educated men in the prison, but 
that what is needed to interest 
those in need of schooling is 
the hiring of a small corps of 
professional instructors who can 
give high school and even col- 
lege courses. 


Most convict instructors are 
not interested in teaching but 
take the assignments in order to 
get out of their cells in the eve- 
nings, Dotson said. Because of 
the convicts’ aversion to “rat- 
ting” on fellow convicts they are 
unable to maintain discipline in 
the classroom. 


This leads to many abuses of 
the educational program. Con- 
victs become “students” simply 
as a means of meeting friends 
in the classroom. Gambling and 
other illicit activities are car- 
ried on under the noses of the 
instructors. Being convicts, they 
are unwilling to place the of- 
fenders on report. 


Lack of Participation. 


In turn, Dotson said, these 
abuses bring the program into 
bad repute with other convicts 
who would profit from. it. They 
hold back from participation. 


Dotson said he didn’t want 
guards assigned to classrooms 
because that also might make 
convicts stay away, believing the 
guards were there to snoop. 


Despite his many handicaps, 
Dotson had made some progress 
until the disastrous fires, set by 
rioting convicts, destroyed the 
educational building Sept. 22. 


Two hundred and twenty-five 
convict teachers and students 
were kept busy in classes and 
handicraft shops part of the 
day, learning elementary school 
subjects, radio, bookkeeping, 
sign painting, furniture repair 
and refinishing, woodwork, bas- 
ket weaving, typewriter repair- 
ing, leather craft and doily 
weaving. 


Some goods produced by stu- 
dent workers were sold at re- 
tail in the prison novelty shop 
and others were sold wholesale 
to dealers. Ten per cent of the 
receipts went into the canteen 
fund, which was used to pur- 
chase school supplies, for the 
chapel and expenses of pro- 
viding a guard for convicts at- 
tending funeral of close rela- 
tives on the outside, 


Some classes for Siitenees 
were in the afternoon but reg- 
ular classes began after the 
evening meal, lasting from 5 
p.m. to 8 p.m. 


Main Library Not Burned. 

Practically everything used in 
the educational program was de- 
stroyed in the first riot, includ- 
ing a school library of more than 
6000 textbooks which had been 
donated. The main prison: li- 
brary was not burned, however, 
and the prison’s 1300 readers 
are still able to select from its 

14,000 volumes. 

Dotson also had charge of pub- 
lishing the M.S.P. News, a bi- 
weekly mimeographed newspa- 
per staffed by convicts. It grew 
from a maximum of four pages 
in 1952, when Dotson became 
educational director, to eight 
pages. 

The editor has been given con- 
siderable freedom, Dotson said, 
and has been editorially critical 
of some programs within the 
prison, including the motion pic- 
ture bill of fare. Director of 
Corrections Thomas E. Whitecot- 
ton acted to improve the pictures 
and praised the editor for his 
editorial. 

Another newspaper is” pub- 
lished once a month by Alco- 
holics Anonymous, which has, a 
chapter in the prison with about 
35 members. 

“But with all this activity. we 
are unable to do much toward 
reforming convicts,” Dotson told 
the Post-Dispatch. “I firmly be- 
lieve that the only men reformed 
by time spent in prison are re- 
formed by their own past experi- 
ence and not by the prison.” 


“T can tell.that because I have | 


overheard men, talking from ad- 
joining cells, planning a job 
they will commit as soon as they 
get out. These are men who 
usually have only one or two 
months left to complete their 
sentences.” . 
Defends Whitecotton. 

Dotson said that, although he 
is a Republican, he believes 
criticism now being leveled at 
Whitecotton by Republicans. is 
unjustified. The director, he 
said, is doing all he can with the 
money available. 

Dotson’ was in the prison at 
the time of the first riot, and 
was helped to safety by friendly 
convicts. 

He has a long.record as an 
educator. He was superintend- 
ent of Irondale (Mo.) schools for 
16 years, and has served as su- 
perintendent of schools for Ore- 
gon county, Grandin, Aux Vasse 
and Mokane. 

He came to the prison as in- 
stitutional parole officer, a po- 
sition he held for four years, 
and served as a member of the 
State Probation and Parole 
Board for four years, beginning 
in 1946. 

His salary, like those of other 
prison employes, has remained 
stationary since he became edu- 
cational director, because funds 
have not been provided for auto- 
matic increases set up by law. 
He should have been receiving 
more than $400 monthly by the 
end of his first year but is still 
getting $320. 

_ Corrections Director White- 


cotton agreed with Dotson that 
work of rehabilitating convicts 
could not be carried out under 
present conditions. This failure, 
and failure of the shop program 
to keep enough men occupied, 
contributed to the recent out- 
bursts, he said. 


“Only about half of the 3300 
convicts in the prison and on 
the farms Were performing any 
duties at the time of the big 
riot,” he said. “It was a dull 
period at the shops, with about 
500 working there.” 

Whitecotton believes, how- 
ever, that maintenance of shops 


a large scale is a thing of the 
past, particularly in view of Mis- 
souri’s requirement that the 
shops be self-sustaining. Actu- 
ally, because of changing eco- 
nomic conditions, federal re- 
strictions against. shipment of 
prison-made goods and the un- 
skilled convict labor, the shops 
operated at a $7000 loss the past 
year. 

The director said he learned 
at last week’s meeting of the 
American Prison — Association 
that a number of prison admin- 
istrators have decided not to 
hope for profit from shops, but 
to operate them simply as a 
means of keeping the more dan- 
gerous convicts occupied. 


Survey May Affect Program. 
However, a program for re- 
building the Missouri Peniten- 
tiary, damaged to the extent of 
about $3,000,000. in buildings 
during the big riot, is not being 
put forward at this time because 
of a pending inquiry by a com- 
mission of prison experts being 
appointed by Gov. Phil M. Don- 
nelly. 


Their. findings may play a 
large part in formulation of 
a rebuilding program. White- 
cotton has expressed a theory 
that the overcrowded prison 
should be broken up and an- 
other prison constructed in an- 
other section of the state where 
inmates could be put to work 
on farms. 

This would make possible seg- 
regation of tough and psychotic 
prisoners from less dangerous 
types and also relieve over- 
crowding at Jefferson City. 
The total of 2600 men housed 
behind prison walls here is con- 
sidered far in excess of the de- 
sirable maximum by modern 
penologists. Some have set 1500 
as the limit and others say the 
desirable prison population 
should be 800 to 1000.

NORFOLK, Va., Nov. 1 (AP)— 
A destroyer rammed a subma- 
rine and two other destroyers 
banged into each other yester- 
day during anti-submarine war- 
fare exercises in the pre-dawn 
darkness off Norfolk. The Navy 
said nobody was hurt seriously 
but the four vessels limped to- 
ward port today with extensive 
damage. 

The collisions occurred in 
heavy seas less than a hour and 
a half apart 270 miles out in the 
Atlantic. The destroyer Norris 
rammed the superstructure of 
the submarine Bergall at 3:32 
a.m. At 5 a.m., the destroyers 
English and W. L. Lind collided 
while running down a subma- 
rine contact. 

The ships were engaged. in 
operation Landflex, largest post- 
war maneuvers of the Atlantic 
fleet. More than 200 ships are 
taking part in the operation. 

The Bergall radioed that her 
superstructure .was damaged. 
Five compartments were report- 
ed flooded in the Norris. 

Thirty-one feet of the bow of 
the English were bent and 
broken off in her collision with 
the Lind. An eight-foot hole 
was ripped in the port bow of 
the Lind.

U.S. 24TH DIVISION 
HEADQUARTERS TO 
PULL OUT OF KOREA 


TOKYO, Nov. 1 (AP)—The 
United States Army announced 
today the Twenty-fourth in- 
fantry Division headquarters 
will begin moving to Japan this 


month, although two of its regi- 
ments will remain in Korea “for 
the time being.” 

The Thirty-fourth Regiment 
will go to Japan this month, 
along with division headquar- 
ters, the announcement said. The 
Nineteenth and Twenty-first 
Regiments will remain in Ko- 
rea for the present. 

The Twenty-fourth, first Amer- 
ican ground unit to fight in Ko- 
rea, is the Sixth American di- 
vision to be redeployed from 
Korea, since the end of the war. 

Only two United States di- 
visions will remain after the 
Twenty-fourth leaves—the Sev- 
enth Infantry Division and the 
First Marine Division. A Brit- 
ish commonwealth division also 
will remain. 

The Fortieth, Forty-fifth, Sec- 
ond, Third and Twenty-fifth di- 
visions already have been pulled 
out and moved elsewhere. All 
but the Twenty-fifth, which went 
to Hawaii, were returned to the 
United States.

TEHRAN, Nov. 1 (AP)—Iran 
today awaited Russia’s reply to 
a request that Iranian and Amer- 
ican planes be permitted to fly 
over Soviet territory in search 
of the Shah’s missing brother, 
Prince Ali Reza. 

The Prince has been missing 
since Wednesday on a flight to 
Tehran from Gorgan, a cotton 
area near the Soviet border. An 
‘Iranian air force colonel was 
piloting him. . 

The Iranian note to the So- 
viets, delivered yesterday to the 
Russian embassy here, said it 
was “quite probable” the Prince's 
plane had made a forced land- 
ing in the Russian territory bor- 
dering northern Iran. 

Unconfirmed reports said a 
Soviet gunboat in the Caspian 
sea fired on an American rescue 
seaplane taking part in the 
search and that the Russians had 
refused to let American search 
planes fly over Soviet territory.

ON IN MALAYA 


British Fear Communism 
Will Spread to 3,000,- 
000 Chinese in Stra- 
tegic Peninsula.

SINGAPORE, Nov. 1 — In 
other parts of Southeast Asia, 
where muddy rivers flow south 
to the sea and make the delta 
rice bowls that feed millions of 
people, the guns are quiet. 
At least for the time being. 
But here in Malaya, a 400- 
mile-long peninsula shaped like 
Florida and roughly the same 
size, the “shooting war” against 
Communism drags on after six 
and one-half years. 

Out of Jungle Order. 
When will it end? A British 
general to whom the question 
was put said: “Probably not 
until the Communists are 
ordered out of the jungle. I 
can't'imagine when that will be.” 
What he was suggesting was 
that Red China, as part of its 
sweetness-and-light policy to- 
ward Britain, might tell the 
Malayan Communists to call it 
quits. But nobody takes that 
Suggestion seriously. 

Malaya is four-fifths jungle, 
with a mountainous spine run- 
ning down its middle. 

Its population is less than 
7,000,000, about evenly divided 
between Malays and Chinese 
with about 700,000 Indians and 
a few thousand British, who run 
the place, thrown in. 

To the Communists Malaya 
would in many respects be a 
prize far richer than all of Indo- 
china. For Malaya, under Brit- 
ish management, produces one- 
third of the world’s natural rub-

What’ the 
British fear more than Commu- 
nist armed strength, which is 
negligible, is that the cancer will 
spread among Malay’s 3,000,000 
Chinese. 

Fierce Nationalism. 
Mother China has a strong, al- 
most mystic pull for all over- 
seas Chinese. But more than 
that among Chinese youth, Red 
China’s rising star has aroused 
a fierce nationalistic pride. Fifty 
per cent of Malaya’s Chinese 
population is 21 or under, pos- 
sibly the most youthful popula- 
tion in the world. 

The British re acutely aware 
of the explosive potential in this 
situation. Announced _ British 
policy is to create a self-govern- 
ing Malaya—but not necessarily 
an independent. Malaya. 

Theirs is a “go slow” policy. 
Their critics, not all of them 
Communists by any means, Say 
British policy is entirely too 
slow. A harsh note of national- 
ism has appeared in current elec- 
tion campaign speeches by Malay 
office-seekers. 

But the British refuse to be | 
rushed. 

The Communists have not 
been able to pin an anti-colonial 
label on their’ Malayan struggle 
as they did in Indochina. This 
is due in almost equal propor- 
tions to shrewd British manage- 
ment and the fact there has not, 
at least up to now, been a 
“grass roots’ demand for inde- 
pendence. 

The Malays did not seem to 
care and the Chinese were busy 
minding their own business.

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DANIEL BOONE ROUTE 
TOPIC OF TV DEBATE 


Opponents and Supporters 
of Richmond Heights 
Link Heard.

The pros and cons of the 
route established by the Mis- 
souri Highway Commission for 
the eastward extension of the 
Daniel Boone Expressway 
through St. Louis county and 
the City of St. Louis were de- 
bated vigorously yesterday over 
television station KWK-TV. 

Mayor Lee M. Duggan of 


‘Richmond Heights led the op-: 


ponents with a ringing condem- 
nation of the route through his 
city as inadequate, expensive 
and incapable of meeting the 
needs of the area it is designed 
to serve. He said its connection 
with the Expressway at Grand- 
view place would only add to 
the congestion already existing 
on that highway. 

Mayor Duggan said choice of 
a route through the southern 
part of Maplewood, which had 
been advocated by opponents 
of the designated Richmond 
Heights route, would permit 
faster construction because it 
would have the support of the 
public and municipalities af- 
fected. 

He added that insistence on 


the proposed route would lead 


to serious objections to any 
bond issues and would result in 
extensive litigation. 

He was joined in opposition 
to the proposal by Echea] T. 
Feinstein, leader of a group of 
objectors in the Hi-Pointe area 
of the city, through which the 
route would pass. 

Feinstein said the proposal to 
make use of the Express High- 
way would merely compound 
the “mistakes made 20 years 
ago” on that highway, which he 
called a monstrosity. He said 
Lloyd B. Reid, a member of the 
Urban .Lang Institute which 
studied problems of the city a 
few weeks ago, declared the 
cost of improving the Express 
Highway made it undesirable as 
a link in the Daniel Boone Ex- 
pressway. 

Feinstein also objected to the 
lack of facilities for mass transit 
operations on the proposed ex- 
pressway. “The problem is to 
move people, not vehicles,” he 
said. 

The route was defended . by 
Myer Ableman, urban area en- 
gineer for the State Highway De- 
partment, who said it was the 
shortest one available and would 
lend itself to stage construction. 
He added that it was less costly, 
had fewer design and construc- 
tion problems and would not 
take as long to build as a more 
southerly route. 

Present congestion on the Ex- 
press Highway will be relieved 
at the Vandeventer avenue end 
by the Market street cut-off, for 
which right-of-way is now being 
acquired, while the bottleneck at 
Skinker boulevard would be 
eliminated by the Daniel Boone 
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Expressway connection, he said. 

Charles DeWitt, chairman of 
the Western St. Louis County 
Expressways Committee, de- 
fended the route as the quickest 
way to provide relief in the im- 
mediate future. He declared the 
opponents were a very vocal mi- 
nority, adding that many people 
living along the proposed route 
had asked the highway commis- 
sion to get started on construc- 
tion at the earliest possible 
moment so as to end the pres- 
ent paralyzing uncertainty. 

DeWitt was supported by Jack" 
son F. Adams, an attorney, who 
said he was willing to abide by 
the opinion of a disinterested 
group of experts, which is the 
way he characterized the high- 
way commission and its staff of 
engineers.

Today’s final survey figures 
are confined: solely to House 
races. Since senatorial elections 
are not held in all states in any 
one election year, the House 
contests constitute the only na- 
tion-wide test of party strength. 

While it is impossible to trans- 
late national percentage of party 
strength into seats, some meas- 
ure of tomorrow’s expected 
Democratic vietory can be 
shown by looking at the last 
two peevious congressional elec- 
tions won by the Democrats. 

In the last off-year election in 
1950, the Democrats polled 50.3 
per cent of the vote 


congressional election which the 
Democrats won by a vote of 53.7 
per cent. This resulted in their 
winning control of the House by 
263 to 171 seats. 

From a Republican point of 
view, congressional § elections 
have to be won entirely in states 
outside the South. Of the 120 
seats apportioned to the 13 
Southern states, the G.O.P. nor- 
mally can expect to win from 
four to seven seats. 

The principal reason for this 
is that well over half of the 
House contests in the South are 
uncontested. In 70 districts in 
the South this year there is no 
Republican candidate entered. 

With a backlog of, say, 114 
“sure” seats in the South, the 
Democrats need to pick up only 
104 more seats in the North to 
have the necessary 218 majority. 

The Republicans, on the other 
hand, must get 212 seats “in 
the 35 states outside the South, 
in addition to the six they may 
pick up in the South, to win con- 
trol of the House. 

To get those 212 seats, past 
experience indicates that the 
G.O.P. must poll approximately 
55 per cent of the vote outside 
the South, as the following table

Some Recommendations 


The Post-Dispatch in recent weeks has dis- 
cussed numerous candidacies and propositions 
which will be before the voters of St. Louis and 
St. Louis county on Tuesday. We have discussed 
issues and candidacies on the Missouri and IIli- 
nois ballots. We have spoken of two propositions 
that will be on ballots in St. Clair county. 
The following is a summary of the most impor- 
tant of our recommendations. 


United States Senator in Illinois: This contest 
offers a contrast which speaks for itself. Paul H. 
Douglas has proved to be an outstanding Sena- 
tor and a Democrat who has stood by the Eisen- 
hower Administration in major foreign policy 
tests. Joseph T. Meek offers the record of a 
Springfield lobbyist and of a candidate first hos- 
tile and then lukewarm to many policies of his 
party’s Administration. The smear campaign 
conducted against Senator Douglas commends 
his opposition even less. 

Congressional Races: While Congresswoman 
Leonor K. Sullivan campaigns in a generally 
Democratic district, and Congressman Frank 
Karsten faces Bill Bangert, “All-American” can- 
didate playing down G.O.P. attachments, the 
most vigorous campaign is in the Second Dis- 
trict. There Eugene H. Buder, able young attor- 
ney, challenges Congressman Thomas B. Curtis 
in an area almost districted to be Republican. 
On the East Side, Congressman Melvin Price 
ought to be continued as a high-ranking Demo- 
crat in such important congressional committees 
as that on atomic energy. And in the 15 coun- 
ties of the Twenty-third Illinois District Albert 
Imle, Hillsboro small business man and Demo- 
crat, has conducted a clean campaign on the is- 
sues against a smear attempt to distort the facts 
of his. wartime service as an FBI counter- espion- 
age agent for which he was commended by 
J. Edgar Hoover. 


Missouri State Auditor: Two good men are on 
the ballot: Haskell Holman, incumbent, and Har- 
old L. Butterfield, young mayor of Sumner. If 
Mr. Holman wins, every elective office in Jeffer- 
son City will be in Democratic hands. A vote for 
Mr. Butterfield would, we believe, strengthen 
the two-party system in state affairs. 

St. Louis Legislators: Six nominees are run- 
ning for the State Senate and 36 for the House 
in Jefferson City. The question for voters is how 
these candidates stand for St. Louis and for Mis- 
souri. Do they support more home rule for the 
city, over its schools and in the form of the Bi- 
State Agency? Will they vote to improve the 
pathetic conditions in state mental hospitals and 
in the riotous penitentiary and so on? Informa- 
tion about the positions of these candidates was 
published in the Post-Dispatch Voters’ Guide on 
Oct. 24, or may be obtained from the League of 
Women Voters, FOrest 7-7166. 

State Senator, Second District: Of the three 
State Senate contests in St. Louis, this one is a 
negative stand-out. John W. Joynt, the Demo- 
cratic nominee, became known as a Circuit Judge 
in the '30s for his activities in recommending 
paroles for gangsters and hoodlums, and his 
name appeared before the Kefauver Crime Com- 


mittee in connection with other back-alley gen- 
try. He is not the man for the Missouri Senate. 

St. Louis Judicial Ballot: Under the nonparti- 
san court plan, the second ballot handed city 
voters ‘will merely ask voters whether present 
judges shall be retained. The judges facing the 
question this year include the capable Judge 
Laurance M. lHiyde. of the Missouri Supreme 
Court, six Circuit Judges and Judge Louis Com- 
erford of the Court of Criminal Correction. A 
referendum of St. Louis lawyers produced favor- 
able majorities in each case, and offers sound 
guidance to voters. 

County Police Plan: Growing St. Louis county 
well Knows that it has outlived its rural sheriff 
system of jaw enforcement. The time has come 
to establish a non-political and professional 
county police force, as proposed on the ballot. A 
Yes-vote will get the best law enforcement. 

County Prosecuting Attorney: The other side 
of strong law enforcement.is strong prosecution. 
Young Edward W. Garnholz, Republican, oppos- 
ing former Congressman Ray Karst for this of- 
fice, is a departure from the old-line politicians 


generally offered for Prosecuting Attorney. Mr. , 


Garnholz will be remembered for his struggle as 
a freshman legislator to improve state mental 
hospitals. He should bring new life to the Clay- 
ton court house. 

County Circuit Judges: A poll of county law- 
yers overwhelmingly approved three of the in- 
cumbent judges and Franklin Ferriss. Judge 
Noah Weinstein, an incumbent, deserves spe- 
cial attention for his excellent record, hard work 
and clear docket. 


Illinois State Treasurer: Here the situation is 


reversed from that jn Missouri. Nearly all the 
elective officials in Springficld are Republicans, 
and the election of David F. Mallett, Democrat, 
of East St. Louis would restore a political check- 
and-balance to the Illinois government. 

Illinois Blue Ballot: A Yes vote is merited for 
one of the three constitutional amendments on 
this special ballot. The proposal would reappor- 
tion the Legislature, making it more honestly 
represent the public. Some legislators now rep- 
resent about one twentieth of the population 
contained in the largest legislative district. Re- 
form is 53 years overdue. 

East St. Louis Courts: Voters can raise the 
whole level of their municipal courts by accept- 
ing one proposal. It would put judges on a non- 
partisan ballot and require that they be mem- 
bers of the bar, confining the politically-elected 
Justices of the Peace to minor matters. 

St. Clair--County Voting Machines: East St. 
Louis was the first community in the area to 
adopt these machines which save time and ex- 
pense in elections and assure an honest count. 
All St. Clair county voters now have an oppor- 
tunity to follow that tested example. 

These are, of course, only a few of the issues 
and candidacies to be considered at the polls. 
Yet they should be enough to overcome that 
“apathy” which so many candidates have ascribed 
to the voting public, and which has no place in 
‘& democratic society—and which, in fact, may 
turn out not.to have existed at all. 


Help Wanted—And How! 


There is one place at least in the country 
where plenty of job opportunities exist today. 
In fact there are so many job opportunities 
without takers that the head of the operation 
directed everybody still at work on Monday to 
suspend regular duties for the express purpose of 


attempting to recruit personnel. 


This amazing order came from Director Theo- 
dore C. Streibert of the United States Informa- 
tion Agency which.is severely crippled by “a 
critical shortage” of overseas information spe- 
cialists. 

Mr. Streibert has been fighting a losing battle 
for personnel for more than a year. Why? 
McCarthy and Jenner. Cohn and Schine. Velde. 
Etc., etc. The plain, simple fact is no one wants 
to go to work for this vital agency in the Eisen- 
hower Administration because he cannot be sure 
he will not be mercilessly smeared the day after 
he starts. 

We wish Director Streibert success in his 
campaign for personnel. Perhaps the G.O.P. 
chain telephone callers will let up once in a 
while to permit one of Director Streibert’s really 
urgent appeals to go through on long distance. 
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In the Open at Last 

The proposed Dixon-Yates contract, printed in 
the Post-Dispatch Sunday, on its face offers TVA 
no protection against having to subsidize the pri- 
vate syndicate. 

An open subsidy, divided between the Atomic 
Energy Commission and TVA, had earlier been 
proposed. Since then, after negotiations on \ 
the contract terms, the new TVA chairman, 
Brig. Gen. Herbert D. Vogel, has said: “In 
modifying TVA’s contract with AEC our princi- 
pal concern is to see that *TVA is kept whole, 
paying only for the benefits received.” 

This not altogether explicit statement has been 
widely taken to mean. that TVA has successfully 
rejected the demand on it for a subsidy and 
that the entire subsidy will therefore be borne 
by AEC, 

If, however, such an understanding is verbal— 
and there is no evidence in the contract draft 
that it is written—and if the contract were 
signed and sealed on that basis, TVA might be 
left negotiating down the barrel of a loaded 
gun. Subsidy might be forced on it under any 
one of many of the contract’s provisions, and 
under any one of many more palatable names. 

TVA, though it is the agency which stands to 
suffer the heaviest costs and the most damaging 


‘loss of responsibility as a result of Dixon-Yates, 


is, in fact, not actually a party to the main con- 
tract, and is dealt with almost negligibly in it. 

AEC is given certain controls over eventual 
costs, by being authorized to advise the private 
syndicate on design and construction, fuel prices, 
the accuracy of meters used for billing, etc., and 
would have access to the syndicate’s books for 
auditing. 

Not so TVA. 

It thus seems as true now as it was last July 2 
when two of the three TVA directors, Dr. Harry 
A. Curtis and Dr. Raymond R. Paty, wrote to 
Budget Director Rowland R. Hughes, in a re- 
quest for reconsideration of the proposed contract: 


We fail to see how this board can carry 
out its responsibilities and be held account- 
able for efficient and economical perform- 
ance when the crucial managerial function 
of cost control is assumed by another agency 
—an agency with no stake of its own in the 
efficiency or economy of the arrangements, 


the construction of the facilities or their 


operation. | 

The contract, as printed in full in Sunday's 
Post-Dispatch, is the public’s business, and there- 
fore warrants public inspection. To understand 
it fully would require the combined technical 
skills of lawyers, accountants, engineers, rate 
experts and other specialists. The nut of its mean- 
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ing to citizens, however, is understandably stated 
in these words of two of the 1VA directors. It 
would introduce into the management of. the 
public’s electric power enterprises an element of 
irresponsibility which could have no other ef- 
fect eventually than to destroy them, along with 
the hopes, the better living, and the investments 
of millions of dollars which they represent. 
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The Highest Point 


Every citizen is entitled to his own view of 
the high point of the congressional campaigning. 
For us that high point is quite clear. It is the 
address that Adlai E. Stevenson gave Saturday 
night in historic Cooper Union in New York 
where Lincoln delivered one of his most memor- 
able addresses. Appreciating the hallowed char- 


~ acter of the'room, the former Illinois Governor 


said: 


The challenge is not just to win elections. 
The greater challenge is to live as a proud 
and free nation in a future so precarious and 
so threatening that we can risk no missteps 
or miscalculations. We need to unite our 
country, not to divide it; to heal wounds, not 
to enlarge them. The times demand not 
mistrust and suspicion and fear, but more 
mutual respect and confidence and under- 
stahding than we have ever before had in 
our history. 

This does not mean a suspension of hard 
and healthy debate. For hard and healthy 
debate is the essence of democracy. But 
hard and healthy debate has to do with real 
problems. It has to do with legitimate dif- 
ferences in pelicy and program. And I 
assure you that there is plenty in the realm 
of valid difference between our two parties 
to provide material for a dozen hard-fought 
political campaigns. No one needs to invent 
issues or to misrepresent thein or to falsify 
them. No one needs to make confusion a 
policy and corruption a faith. . 


I would plead with all Americans to 
cleanse their minds of suspicion and hate; to 
recognize that men may differ about issues 
without differing about their faith in Amer- 
ica or their belief in freedém; that politics 
must be a means, not of compounding our 
weakness, but of consolidating our strength. 


If we do justice on Tuesday to our own 
conscience and sense of responsibility, then 
alone can we do justice to the nation we 
love; then alone can we make our beloved 
nation a symbol and shrine of hope and 
faith for all free men. 


These words are in the finest tradition of 
American politics—the great tradition that has 
made the United States the envy of the world. 
For as Mr. Stevenson said, “how one wins in 
politics is as important as what one wins.” Those 
campaigners who have dug a gutter down the 
middle of the election road will have that to 
reflect on Wednesday. 
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Dr. Adenauer’s Vision 

Chancellor Adenauer’s proposed East-West 
non-aggression treaty is for the time being the 
pot of gold at the end of the diplomatic rainbow. 
And he knows it. The world hungers f6f a really 
solid agreement which would end all its current 
tensions: It is something to hope for. 

If, however, it 1s evér achieved, it will be 
step by step. The West has moved a long way 
in the last few years toward that position of 
strength which makes negotiation possible. But 
certainly this position will not be well secured 
unless the new European treaties’ are ratified, 
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especially by the German and French parlia-' 


ments. 

The campaign for ratification is now Dr. 
Adenauer’s most important task. Most unhappily 
he has lost a strong helper at the very outset 
through the death of Dr. Herman Ehlers, presi- 
dent of the Bundestag. Sometimes Dr. Aden- 
auer must feel like Christian slogging his way 
through the Slough of Despond. But he is a man 
of courage. He will keep pushing toward the 
rainbow's end and, if he can keep to it, along 
the right road.

Morton Gould Directs His 
Composition — Danny 
Daniels Is the Dancer.

Morton Gould’s Tap Dance 
Concerto was given its first per- 
cme in St, Louis yesterday 
afterhoon at Kiel Auditorium as 
the central attraction in.a glori- 
fied “Pops” concert with the 
composer conducting the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra. Dan- 
ny Daniels, an agile and graceful 
performer, was the soloist. 

As the name and form of the 
composition suggests, the rhyth- 
mic patterns defined by the 
heels of the dancers are related 
to tke design and weight of the 
orchestral sound in much the 
same way that a solo violin or 
piano would be. In effect it was 
a concerto for percussion instru- 
ment and orchestra so far as the 
purely auditory impression was 
concerned. But as the solo in- 
strument was seen as well as 
heard the general effect was en- 
haneed and extended to some 
extent by visual elements. 

The turns and leaps executed 
by Daniels, as well as a certain 
amount of humorous pantomime, 
provided sufficient relief and 
contrast to the dry, staccato 
heel-taps to give the concerto 
the same standing as*a dance 
composition with symphonic ac- 
companiment if anyone chose to 
regard it as such. Whatever its 
category it was a decided novel- 
ty in the concert hall and one 
that was obviously entertaining 
to a large audience. The music 
was light in sentiment, piquant 
and humorous with a prevailing- 
ly bright instrumentation. 

The performance came off with 
a stimulatingly crisp, precision. 
Daniels had style. 

The concerto was surrounded 
by a program containing Men- 
delssohn's “Midsummer Night’s 
Dream” Overture, Morton 
Gould’s “Syhphonette” with the 
familiar Pavane, Tschaikowsky’s 
“Romeo and Juliet” Fantasia, 
Gould’s “Symphonic Paraphrase”’ 
of themes from Lehar’s “Merry 
Widow” and George Gershwin’s 
“American in Paris.” 

Mr. Gould proved himself a 
reliable and spirited conductor 
in his own and other works. He 
put on a good show.

Electronic Devices De- 
signed to Locate 
Dead Explosives on 
Bottom of Sea. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1 (UP) 
—The Navy is developing a new 
electronic-age mine-hunter ship 
to combat the deadly pressure 
mine and its potential threat to 
Allied control of the seas, naval 
experts said today. 

Unlike conventional mine 
sweepers which clear away mines 
sown just below the surface, the 
new craft will be equipped with 
electronic equipment to search 
out pressure mines which are 
laid on the bottom of the sea. 

The first of the 144-foot, 358- | anor 
ton mine-hunter class is now 
being built by the Consolidated 
Shipbuilding Corp. in New York 
City at an estimated cost of 
$1,782,107. The wooden-hull ship 
will be designed for mass pro- 
duction in event of war. 

Could Tie Up Harbors. 

Navy experts fear that pres- 
sure mines, sown by enemy sub- 
marines or planes, could tie up 
the nation’s major’ seaports. 
Some believe the pressure mine 
may represent the ultimate in 
mine warefare — the “unsweep- 
able” mine. Up to now at least,

by Russia from the Germans aft- 
er World War II, is an inexpen- |= 
sive but effective device.

the left of such name. The squares so marked shall take precedence over the cross marked in the circle. 


Where there are two 


or more candidates for like office in a group, a cross (X) mark in the square to the left of a candidate’s name automatically votes 
against the candidate whose name appears within the same horizontal lines in the column under the circle in which appears the 
cross (X) mark, unless the voter indicates another candidate to be voted against by drawing a line through such candidate's name. 
All candidates of the party whose circle is marked shall be counted as voted for excepting where squares are crossed preceding 
the names of candidates in other columns. If two or more candidates for the same office are thus designated, neither shall be 
counted. If the cross (X) is not placed in the circle immediately below the party name at the head of the column, but does 
appear in the squares opposite the various candidates’ names, then only these names shall be counted for, and none other. A 
cross (X) mark is any line crossing any other line at an angle within the voting space, and no ballot shall be declared void 
because a cross (X) mark therein is irregular in form. It shall not be lawful to deface or tear a ballot in any manner nor to erase ° 
any printed name (except as provided above in this section), figure, word or letter therefrom, nor to erase any mark made thereon 


by such voter, nor enclose in the folded ballot any other paper or any article. If the voter deface or tear a 


ballot, or wrongly 


mark the name or make an erasure therein, he may obtain one additional ballot on returning to a judge in charge of the ballots 
the one so defaced or wrongly marked. A ballot placed in the ballot box without any marks shall not be counted. Ballots shall 
be counted only for the person for whom the marks thereon are applicable; when a voter shall place a mark against two or more 
names for the same office, and only one canaidaie is to be chosen for the office, none of the candidates shall be deemed to have 
been voted for and the ballots shall not be counted for either such candidate. Before leaving the booth the voter shall fold his 
ballot in such @ manner as to conceal his marks thereon. He shall mark his ballot without undue delay. He shall then hand the 
ballot to the judge of election selected to take ballots. The voter shall quit and leave said enclosed place as soon as possible.

Child's Homework

HE school term is in its beginning and the children are 
- setting the habits that will make the term a successful 
one or a failure. If the school iives the pupils home- 
ta they should be required to do it to a high standard at 
‘Home. This is the parents’ responsibility. The school ex- 
pects it of them. It is their opportunity to become ac- 
squainted with what the teacher is trying to do, where the 
‘Khild stands in relation to this, and to become aware of the

=.° I think that there should be no required homework in 
the first three years of school. A child in these grades has 
‘done enough intellectual work in the five hours of the 
school session. After school is out he needs the relief of 
hard play, free play if possible,

‘ . BEGINNING WITH THE FOURTH YEAR a brief home 
lesson is helpful. It lets the pupil review, and revive, what 
he learned that day. This implies that. this homework re- 
peats the day’s lessons. No lesson that has not been taught 
should be given for homework in the elementary grades. 

Up to the sixth grade a half hour of work, maybe three- 
quarters of an hour, depending upon the assignnient’s dif- 
ficulty, is all that is needed. These lessons should be done 
im a quiet corner, in a room apart from the family if possi- 
ble. The radio and the television should be silent for the 
study period. Someone in the family should look over the 
child’s work, point out any errors, see that they are cor- 
rected, before allowing the study-work period to be called 
closed. 

I believe this: is necessary. In my experience in schools 
the teachers had little or no time to correct the homework 
handed in by their pupils. They often assigned this to moni- 
tors and the monitors were not always trained and efficient. 
As soon as children learned that nobody looked at their 
work they cared little about it. Nobody could blame them 
a that. Why work to see it thrown in the basket?

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Fresh Foods 
A Necessity 
In the Diet 
By Edith M. Barber 


ONG before nutrition became 

a science, the necessity for 

including “fresh food” in the 
diet was recognized. The experi- 
ence of the hardy explorers and 
traders, long deprived of such 
products, showed that the plague 
of scurvy so common a few cen- 
turies ago, could be prevented 
and—if it had not gone too far 
—cured by fresh foods. 

The high death rate among 
our first New England colonists 
was not due to the raid of hos- 
tle Indians, as has been often 
believed. In fact, the gifts of 
food from these tribes was life- 
saving. In any-event, long ago 
it was an accepted fact that 
such foods as potatoes, lemons 
and limes were necessary for 
the suceess of any long voyage, 
or of the colonization program. 

Today, we realize that fresh 
foods are -important in our 
every-day diet. Our definition of 
“fresh” has, however, changed 
materially. While we are happy 
that many vegetables and fruits 
in natural form are available 
throughout the year, we also 
understand that canned and 
frozen products prepared under 
the conditions that prevail to- 
day usually contribute just as 
liberally to our vitamin and min- 
eral needs as do the others. 

The plants are located in the 
heart of the growing districts, 
and go directly from the garden 
or orchard to the processing 
centers. Of course, we will con- 
tinue to select crisp green veg- 
etables of good quality, especial- 
ly salad greens, for which no 
method of processing has been 
discovered.

A Jerk Can 
Dislocate 
Child's Arm 

By Glen Shepherd, M.D. 


HEN you petulantly pull 
W ur child's arm to jerk 
im to his feet after he’s 
fallen down or to pull him up 
the curb or onto a streetcar, you 
may dislocate a bone in his 
elbow. It’s particularly likely to 
happen when the child is 
younger than 8 years. Pulling his 
outstretched arm is likely to 
produce a “pulled elbow.” 
Occasionally a snap in the arm 
can be felt or heard. The child 
often cries out from pain. He 
then holds the arm limp and 
partly extended in a sort of 
neutral position. There’s tender- 
ness over the dislocated bone. 
It’s under the outer side of the 
concave part of the elbow. 


This condition is often dis- 
regarded or treated as a sprain. 
In that case, the child. remains 
fretful until the dislocation re- 
duces itself, as sometimes hap- 
pens. A cast merely prolongs 
trouble. 
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YOUR FAMILY DOCTOR can 
easily reduce this dislocation 
without an anesthetic when there 
is no other injury. It clicks into 
place. The child becomes happy, 
smiling. Wearing the forearm in 
a sling for a few days ~ by 
protecting the joint until the 
stretched ligaments return to 
their usual tautness. 


The sudden forceful jerking 
of a child’s arm is either due to 
thoughtlessness om a temper tant- 
rum by the parent. This is in- 
excusable enough without ignor- 
ing the child’s screams of pain 
by shouting, “Be quiet.” 


Suppose you were being 
walked along the street by a 13- 
foot-giant whose strides were 
too fast for your. shorter legs. 
Suppose this giant suddenly 
jerked your arm and lifted you 
bodily off the pavement by it. 
You felt a snap and a sharp pain 
in your elbow and cried out. 
That is the relative situation of 
your small child walking along 
the street with you. 
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FORTUNATELY the pulled 
elbow is a temporary matter 
when it receives medical atten- 
tion. It needn't happen at all 
if you will remember that your 
child’s elbow is not as tough 
as a metal plumbing elbow. 


What actually happens is that 
the head of one of the two bones 
of the forearm, the radius, slips 
out of position and under a 
strap-like ligament called the 
annular ligament. It sbecomes 
locked thefe. Then when the 
elbow is bent, the head of the 
radius in its dislocated position 
gets in the way of the arm bone 
that forms the upper side of the 
joint. That prevents the elbow’s 
being bent to a right angle, 


As the child grows older, the 
muscles and ligaments develop 
further to help hold the head 
of the radius im its normal posi- 
tion. It isn’t ag easily dislocated. 
But before the age of 8, child- 
ren’s elbows are vulnerable to 
sudden forceful jerking of the 
arm.

West did not double four 
spades with any inner assurance, 
but he figured (correctly, as it 
happened) that his side had 
reached its limit, and that East’s 
strong bidding meant that South 
would have his work cut out 
for him. 

For obscure reasons, West 
elected to lead the diamond 
king instead of the more con- 
ventional and logical low card 
in the suit. Then, seeing dum- 
my, West led another diamond. 
This was ruffed on the board, 
and after due thought declarer 
led a club. East put up the king 
and shifted to hearts. Dummy 
won and South now ruffed a 
club, then properly laid down 
the ace of trumps before ruff- 
ing his own last diamond. 

Another club ruff by South 
now bailed West out of that 
suit, robbing him of a safe exit 
card, and declarer delivered the 
final stroke by throwing West 
in with the high trump. As the 
bidding had virtually guaran- 
teed, West now had nothing but 
hearts, and on his forced return 
of that suit, declarer of course 
played low from dummy and 
won with the jack. (Since West 
had been marked with five 
hearts and East with only two, 
it had been odds-on that the 
queen lay in West's hand, and 
declarer had aimed at that prob- 
ability from the start.) 

South’s technique was excel- 
lent, with each move timed pre- 
cisely, but to repeat what was 
said originally, the defense was 
not quite up to par. First, if 
West had led a low diamond in- 
stead of the king, East would 
have won, and a heart returrg 
then and there would. have fixed 
South, since East would lead 
another heart when he took his 
club trick. But East was also 
at fault, because he could and 
should have overtaken the dia- 
mond king with the ace in order 
to make that immediate attack 
in hearts that was so vital to 
the defense.

word. Parts of the bottom pro- 
vide soil for farming. Other 
parts are coyered by a lake 
which containg fresh water! 


A drama has been going on 


here, a new act in the old play 
of Dutch struggles against the 
sea. This time they have used 
twentieth century knowledge to 
plan and carry out a mighty 
project.

THIS PROJECT is well on the 
way, but it is far from complete. 
Half a century may pass before 
all the polders are ready for 
farming. 

A polder is.an area of land 
which has been claimed from 
the sea. The Netherlands had 
many polders before the present 
project was started.

It is hard to say how much 
land in Holland is above sea 
level, and how much is below.
